Council 


Mr J. Joiner, proprietor of 
Altona Bus Lines, attended last 
‘Tuesday's Council meeting to 
discuss local transport preb. 
lems with the Shire Council. 

He was accompanied by Mr 
H. Lawrence, a transport ad. 
visor. oy Hee 

Welcoming Mr Joiner to the 
meeting the Acting Shire Pre- 
sident, Cr A. Bond, stressed ‘that 
the discussion would be infor- 
mal and that questions and 
answers would not be addressed 
through the chair. 

Opening the discussion Cr Den 
Dulk said Mr Joiner had been 
asked to come along to discuss 
the bus service with the Council 
and while he was glad that Mr 
Lawrence was present he asked 
Mr Joiner and councillors to 
outline what they had in mind. 

My Joiner thanked Council for 
the invitation to attend but felt’ 
that Mr Lawrence should pre. 
sent his views. 

Cr Bond’ said that Mr Joiner 
should put his.own views and 
answer questions, 

“Right,” said Mr Joiner, 
“what do you want to know?” 

Cr Bond: Why have the late 
buses been taken off? 

Mr Joiner then gave g resume 
of the bus situation since he 
took over, : 

Mr Joiner said that in 1966 Al. 
tona was without buses for a 
month as proprietors had decided 
to go out of business because of 
heavy losses. He lived at the top 
end of Altona and was without 
transport himself. 

He had recently sold his, re- 
tail dairy business and being at 
a loose end decided to “give the 
buses a go” with a subsidy from 
the refinery. He had to lay out 
£L1,500 to purchases buses as the 
previous proprietors had dispos. 
ed of theirs: 

At this time the hostel was 
full, cinemas were open at Wil- 
liamstown as TV had not as 
yet, made its impact and late 
buses carried many passengers. 

Many of ,Altona’s. school child-! 
yen attended schools at Wil. 
Mamstown because Altond did 
.not have the schools it now has. 

Since then these sources of 
revenue has decreased or disap- 
peared completely. The theatres 
had closed hostel people used 
Mohiltown Station and after 
this year there would be prac- 
tically no children travelling to 
Williamstown. 

SUBSIDY OF £10 

When he first received a sub: 
sidy from the Refinery it 
amounted to £100 a week. This 
was later cutto about £70 which 
still gaye caw margin on the 
buses he supp! ically 
for the ferisieae When; 
ever he was informed that the 








subsidy would be cut to £30 it 
meant running the buses at a 
loss. When the subsidy was with- 
drawn completely he could not 
run the buses for five hours 
and carry very few passengers. 
These ‘buses had been run 
foy the Refinery. 

Cr Cresser:- Its a question of 
economics then. 

Mr Joiner: Yes. 

BUS TO FOOTSRAY 

Continuing Mr Joiner said the 
run to Footscray was something 
which Altona did not have and 
he had fought hard to get it.’ 
Council had continually bickered 
at him, 

Cr Bond: Now wait a minute 
Mr Joiner. 

Mr Joiner; Let me have my 
say, you can have yours later. 

He said that there had been 
seven. objectors to his proposal 
to run tg Footscray including 
Moonee Ponds and Geelong 
Road Bus Services. 

He thoughy of giving the pro. 
ject away but he had one em- 
foyee with g large heart who 
would not let him give up. This 
was Mr Trembath. 

The hearing was attended by 
ex Cr Logan and in Mr Joiner’s 


opinion Altona had to thank, 


him for getting the Footscray 
run. The Board appeared most 
disinterested until Mr Logan ad- 
dressed them A few days later 
he received notification that his 
application had been granted. 

Footscray Council objected to 
his buses cluttering up the 
streets and wanted to push him 
into the back streets where no 
body would have seen the buses. 

Some’ members of the present 
Altong Council wanted the Gee. 
long ‘buses -to run along Millers 
Road'to North Altona. There 
would not have been sufficient 
traffic for the two services and 
it would have meant the end of 
the Altona to Footscray service. 

FARE COMPARISONS 

My Joiner then gave some fare 
comparisons» 

He operates over a nine miles 
route to Footscray for 1/9. The 
Geelong service was 3% miles 
for 1/1 and the Newport service 
23 miles for 1/. On this basis 
Newport service could run four 
trips to one of mine and the 
Geelong Read service could run 
three. The Newport and Geelong 
routes had houses ‘on both sides 
of the road for the entire route. 
“Look what I’ve got,” said’ Mr’ 
Joiner, “a lake on one side and 
paddocks and tanks on the 
other.” 

Mr Joiner said he was con. 
femplating ‘running an extra 
early bus to Footscray and one 
at 1145 am. on Thursdays and 
Fridays.

and had to be taken off. The 
hostel had telephoned for special 
buses and guaranteed a full load 
and-asked for a return at 7.30 
pm. The Melbourne weather, 
Was SO unpredictable tha; he 
had been phoned and asked for 
a return bus at 5.30 


It would be impossible to 
Maintain «a regular beach run 
from North Altone, owing to the 
weather changes. Another aspect. 
Was the number of people who 
were picked up by cars. When 
his bus arrived there were no 
passengers left. 


Asked by Cr Hearn if he would 
consider putting on week end 
buses for the beach during De.

If 
Millers Road had houses along 
each side it would be a different 
matter. At the moment if was 
cheaper to use a taxi from the 
operating point of view. If four 
People used a taxi it worked out 
cheaper than the bus fare. 


Mr Joiner said a ‘bus met all 
trains gt Altona between 4.30 
and 6.30 pm. This was the peak 
period and only an average of 
30 people used each train. Even 
this traffic was not. a paying 
proposition to him at 6d a time.
